Digaity in England (next to the Blood Royal) from William

vanced many to that Honour, both to reward them for their 

Service, and engage them to him; And as Hugh Lupus, who 
was Earl of Cheſter, was the firſt, and was Nephew to the 
Conqueror, being the Son of his Sifter, by the Viſcount Ave- 
renches in Normandy, our Kings, even to this Day, tile them 
in all publick Writings, Our Moſt Dear Couſin, 

In England, all Earls are denominated from ſome Shire, 

Town, or Place, except fifteen, whereof one is perſonal, as 
the Earl-Marſhal of England, who is not only Honorary as 
well as the reſt, but alſo Officiary. The others are nominal, 
viz. the Earls Powlett, Ferrers, Cowper, Stanhope, Graham, 
Kerr, Waldegrave, Granville, Gower, Brooke, Fitzwilliam, 
Harcourt, Cornwallis, and Fauconberg, who take their 

Denominations from illuſtrious Families, | 
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The firſt formal Charter now in being, by which an Ear! 
was made, was that of Maud the Empreſs, (Daughter to 
King Henry I.) given to Geoffrey of Mandeville, by which 
ſhe creates him Earl of Eſſex ; it runs thus: 1 Maud, 


Daughter to King Henry, Queen of the Engliſh, do give 


and grant to Geoffrey of Mandeville, for his Service, and 
to his Heirs after him ſucceſſively, the Earldom of Effex.” 
Whence it appears, they were anciently created without any 
other Ceremony, than that of delivering to them the Charter ; 
the firſt that was inveſted by girding with the Sword, being 
Hugh de Plaiz, Biſhop of Durham, whom K. Ric, I. created 
Earl of Northumberland; and that Cuſtom continued till the 
Reign of K. Edw. VI. in which was added a Cap with a 
golden Circle (which is now changed into a Coronet) and a 
Robe of Eftate, Theſe three, i. e. the Sword with a Be 
the Cap with a Coronet, and the Robe, were then carri 
by ſo many Earls in their Robes, before him who was ts 
be created Earl, who (being attired in his Surcoat, and led 
between two Earls robed as the former) was conducted to 
the King fitting on his Throne, where kneeling down while 
his Patent was read, at theſe Words (the ſame R. we ad- 
yance, create, prefer to, and conſtitute Earl of O. and ac- 
cordingly give, grant, and by the girding of a Sword, really 
inveſt him in the Name, Title, State, Stile, Honour, Au- 
thority, and Dignity of Earl of O.) the King put on him 
the Robe, hung a Sword at his Neck, covered his Head. 
with a Cap and Coronet, and delivered into his Hands the 
Inſtrument of his Creation as ſoon as it was read; but theſe 
Ceremonies are laid afide, they being now created only by 
Patent, having a Rebe, Cap, and Coronet, which they wear 
in Parliament, as follows : 

His Mantle, which is called his Parliament or Creation- 
Robe, is the ſame as that of a Marquis and Duke, with. 
only this Difference, a Duke's Robe has four Guards and a 
Lace quite round, a Marquis's three and a half, and an 
Earls but three, as in Page 5, 7, and , of the Plates of the 


Iriſn Compendium, are exactly depicted. 


His Cap is alſo the ſame as that of a Duke and Marquis, 
but his Coronet differs from botb, that of a Duke 3 
. 0 
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only Leaves, that of a Marquis Leaves and Pearls of equal 
Height, and his has the Pearls much higher than the Leaves ; 
where the Surcoat and Mantle which they wear at the Coro- 
nation of a King or Queen, and are of Crimſon Velvet, 
Hned with white Taffata, and doubled ſrom the Neck to be- 
low the Elbow with Ermine, are exactly delineated ; but the. 
Robe ef an Earl differs from that of a Duke or Marques, 
the Duke having four Rows of Spots, the Marquis three and 
an balf, and the Earl but three. 

An Earl's eldeft Son (by the Courteſy of England) is dig- 
nified by his Father's 2d Title; all his Daughters are Ladies, 
but his younger Sons are only Eſquires. 

Earls (whoſe Honour is Hereditary) have the Title of 
Lordſhip, and being writ to, are ſtiled Moſt Potent, Noble, 
and Right Honourable ; but by the King or Queen, they are:

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by whom he left one Daughter, Ankaret, his Heir, who 
died in the 4th Year of her Age; and his Wife, the ſaid 
Beatrix, married to her 3d Huſband, John Holland Earl of 
Huntington. His other Brothers were John his Succeſſor; 
Richard, who in 1417 was conſecrated Archbiſhop of Dublin, 
being alſo one of the Privy Council to Henry 5, and 6. thrice 
Chief Juſtice, and once Chancellor of Ireland; and dying in 
1449, was buried in St, Patrick's Church in Dublin; and 
Sir Thomas, who was of Wrockerdine in the C, of Salop, 
but died without Iſſue. 

(iſt — Jonx, the 2d Son, who continued the Line on the

and on the Reverſe, Pro vincere Inimicos meos, In 1452, 
he was made Admiral of the Engliſh Fleet, and next Yea» 
Lieut, of Aquitaine, where he took the garriſoned Town of 
Bourdeaux, upon which ſeveral other Cities ſubmitted ; bur 
marching to relieve Chatillon, he was killed by a Cannon- 
ball, and his Army routed July 20, 1453, after he had pre- 
ſerved that Kingdom to Hen, 6. for 24 Years, and his Son 
Sir John (the 2d of that Chriſtian Name) who was then 


Viſcount Lifle, was flain with him, Upon this Battle, the

| (n2th E.) CHARLES, who ſucceeded his Father, was 
Chamberlain of the Houſhold to King James 2. and com- 
manded a Regiment of Horſe in his Service; but diſſiking 
the Procceedings of- the Court, he abjured the Errors of the 
Church of Rome, and went over to the Prince of 2

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drawing with him ſeveral other Perſons of Honour; he, for 


that and many other good Services, {upon that Prince's Ad- 
vancement to the Throne) was made Principal Secretary of 
State, as he was again in 1693. On the 3oth of April 
1694, he was created —_ of Alton and Duke of Shrew- 
ſbury; and on the 5th of June following, was inſtalled a 
Knight of the Garter. On the 2gth of October 1695, K. 
William did him the Honour to dine with him at his Seat 
called Haythorp in the C. of Oxford; and the ſame Year, 
and two Years after, appointed him one of the Lords 22 
of England, while his Majeſty went to Holland. On the 
25th of October 1699, he was made Chamberlain of his 
Majeſty's Houſhold, and one of his Privy Council; as in 
1710 he was to Q. Anne; and in 1712 was her Majeſty's 
Ambaſſador to the Court of France.

II. HE Right Honourable Edward Stanley, Ear] ef 
Derby, Baron Stanley of Latham, in the C. of 
Lancaſter, L. Lieut, of the ſaid C. and Baronet. 


Summoned 
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Summoned to Parliament as Baron Stanley, January the 
20th, in 1455, 34 Hen. 6. created Earl of the C. of Derby, 
Oct. 27, 1485, 1 Hen, 7. and Baronet June 26, 3 Car. 1. 

Of this ancient and noble Family, who took their Surname 
from the Lordſhip of Stanleigh in the Moorlands in Stafford- 
hire, are the Stanleys of Hooton in Cheſhire, who have been 
there ſeated for many Ages, and from whom deſcended 

Sir Joun Stanley, Kt. an eminent Perſon in the Time of 
K. Rich. 2. and by that King made Juſtice of Ireland. 

In the Reign of K. Hen, 4. he was made L. Lieut, of the 
aforefaid Kingdom, and Steward of his 'Majefty's Houſhold ; 
and (upon the Forfeiture of Henry Percy, Earl of Northum- 
berland) he, with his Brother William, being ſent to ſeize 
the Iſle of Man, obtained a Grant in Fee of the ſaid Iſle, 
Caſtle, and Pele, or Pile, anciently called Holmtown, as alfo 
of all the Realities, Franchiſes, and Rights thereto belong- 
ing, to be holden of the ſaid King, his Heirs and Succeſſors, 
by Homage, and the Service of two Falcons, (the Iſland then 
abounding with tuch Fowls) payable on the Days of their Co- 
ronation; fo that from the Reign of the aforeſaid King, till 
Feb, 1735-6, (excepting the Interval that Lord Fairfax had it, 
during the late Civil Wars) the Earls of Derby have had an 
abſolute n over the People and Soil; and were im- 
mediate Landlords of every Man's Eſtate, (ſome few Barons 
only excepted) and reſerving their Homage to the Crown of 
England, had a full and ample Authority. 

They were alfo ſole Patrons of the Biſhopric, and all Par- 
ſonages and Vicarages, except three, which are in the Patro- 
nage of the Biſhop; and by the Advice of his Deemſters, (a 
1ort of Judges, choſen every Year to decide all Controverſies, 
two for each Divifion of the Ile) and 24 Keys, (that with his 


Approbation are Repreſentatives for the ſame) he can make ; 


and repeal Laws, 


They Lkewiſe had Power of holding Courts in their own ' 


Names, and might hang and draw, or pardon MalefaCtors 


and in their own Jutiſdiction, all Wrecks, Royal-fiſhing, 


Kc. with many other Prerogatives, were theirs by their Re- 
gality ; and fince the Death of the late Earl, the ſame Powers

made Maſter of the Hoſpital of St. Croſs, near Wincheſter. 
On the 24th of May 1669, he was inſtalled Canon of 
Chriſt-Church ; and the 28th of June the ſame Year, took 
his Degree of Doctor of Divinity; on the 2oth of October 
1674, be was elected Biſhop of Oxford; and on the 6th of 
Dec. following, was conſecrated at Lambeth. In 1675, he 
was made Dean of the Royal Chapel z and in Dec. the-lame 
Year, was tranſlated to the See of London. On the 22d of 
January 167 5-6, he was ſworn one of his Majeſty's Privy- 
Council, in which Poſt he continued till the King's Death 
and upon the Revolution voting for the Vacancy of the 
Throne, and the ſupplying of it with the Prince and Princeſs 
of Orange, he was on the 14th of Febr. 1688-9, ſworn of 
the Privy-Council to their Majefties, and made Doom of the

rines, under the Admirals Torrington and Narborough, in 
the Mediterranean, after which he went to the Siege of 
Tangier in Africa; and then, by leave from K. James II. 
accepting a Commiſſion from the States of Holland, he 
commanded a Dutch Squadron in the Weſt-Indies; but at 
the Revolution, being one of the Peers that came over with 
the P. of Orange, he commanded the Engliſh raiſed in the 
Weſt of England. Upon the Acceſſion of K. William, he 
was placed at the Head of the Treaſury, and ſo continued 
till 1694, and had ſeveral other Employments under that 
Prince; and, upon an Addreſs of the Lord-Mayor and 
Aldermen of London to his Majeſty, he was commiſſioned 
to command the Royal Regiment of Horſe, which the City 
had raiſed for the Publick Service, of which his Majeſty 
was gracioufly pleaſed to be Colonel, In the Reign of Q. 
Anne, (the Year the Duke of Ormond was ſent to Cadiz) 
he was defigned for the Weſt-Indies, having the Commiſſions 
of Captain-general, and Governor of Jamaica, and the Com- 
mand of the Army and Fleet for that Expedition, In 1705, 
he was declared General and Commander in Chief of the 
Forces ſent to Spain, and Joint-Admiral of the Fleet with 
| Sir 
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Sir Cloudeſly Shovel, of which Fleet, the Year following; 
he had the ſole Command, Sir Cloudeſly remaining in the 
Britiſh Seas; and took Barcelona with a handful of Men, 
and relieved it afterwards, when greatly diſtreſſed by the 
Enemy: He drove the Duke of Anjou and the French Army 
out of Spain, which conſiſted of 25000 Men, though his 
own Troops never amounted to 10000. The Poſſeſſion he 
gained of Catalonia, of the Kingdoms of Valencia, Arragon, 
and Mayork, with Parts of Murcia and Caſtile, giving Op- 
portunity to the Earl of Galway of advancing to Madrid 
without a Blow, are undeniable Proofs of his great Valour, 
Prudence, and Conduct, in military Affairs. For which 
Services, he was favoured by K. Charles III. of Spain, with 
the higheſt Teſtimonials of his Behaviour, given him by 
that Prince when he returned home. In the Years 1710 
and 11, he was employed in an Embaſiy to the Court of 
Turin, and other Italian Princes; and on his Return to 
England, was made Captain of the Royal Regiment of Horſe- 
guards; and had alfo the Thanks of the Houſe of Lords, 
for his Services in Spain in 1706. On the 4th of Auguſt 
1713, he was inſtalled a Knight of the Garter, and ſoon 
after ſent Ambaſſador Extraoxdinary to the King of Sicily, 
and to negotiate Affairs with*other Italian Princes, In the 
Reign of K. George I, and II. he was General of all the 
Marine Forces in Great Britain. This noble Lord married 
iſt Carey, Dauęhter to Sir Alexander Frazier, of an ancient 
Family in Scotland, and by her, who died on the 14th of 
May 1709, had two Sons, John and Henry, and a Daughter 
Henrietta, married to Alexander, Duke of Gordon, in Scet- 
land, and was Mother of the late Duke.

Sandwich, Viſc, Hinchinbroke, and Baron 
Montagu of St. Neots, one of the Elder Brethren of the 
Trinity-houſe, Joint Vice- Treaſurer of Ireland, a Lieutenant- 
general in the Army, Governor of the Charter-houſe, Re- 
corder of the Co tion of Huntingdon and Godman- 
IN of his Majeſty's Moſt Honourable Privy-Council, 
and F. R. S. 

Created Baron Montagu of St. Neots, Viſc, Hinchinbroke 
in the C. of Huntingdon, and Earl of Sandwich in the 
C. of Kent, July 12, 1660, 12 Car, II. 

This being a Branch of the Ancient and Noble Family of 
Montagu, and its Deſcent ſet forth under the Title of Duke 
of Mancheſter, we ſhall here only aſcend to Sir 

EpwaArD Montagu of Boughton in the C. of Northamp- 
ton ; who had eight Sons, of whom Edward ſucceeded him, 
and was created Baron Montagu of Boughton ; and Sir 

Stony the youngeſt, was afterwards made Maſter of Re- 
queſts to K. James I, and K. Charles I, He married Paulina, 
34 Daughter to John Pepys of Cottenham in the County of 
Cambridge, Eſq; and had two Sons, and a Daughter Eliza- 
beth, married to Sir Gilbert Pickering of Tichmaſh in the 
C. of Northampton, a Baronet of Nova-Scotia ; Henry his 
eldeſt Son, was accidentally drowned at three Years old; 
and 

(1&tE,) Epward his Succeſſor, who being ſingularly 
Killed in Sea- affairs, by his prudent Deportment in the Civil 
Wars, obtained the ſole Command of the Engliſh Ne 

ti 
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(till then divided and diſpoſed under ſeveral petty Comman- 
ders) and made ſuch uſe of his Power and Intereſt with the 
Mariners, as that without any Bloodſhed, or hazardous Con- 
teſts, he wrought upon them, that they peacefully delivered 
up the whole Fleet to K. Charles II. and for that fignal Ser- 
vice he was created Baron Montagu of St. Neots, Viſcount 
Hinchinbroke, and Earl of Sandwich. He was likewiſe 
made Kt. of the Garter, Maſter of the Great Wardrobe, 
and one of his Majeſty's Privy-Council ; and at his Majeſty's 
Coronation carried St. Edward's Staff, and had the Honour 
of being the King's Proxy in the nuptial Ceremony with 
his Queen. He was alſo Vice-Admiral under the Duke of 
York, Lord High-Admiral of England, and Captain- general 
of the Narrow Seas; but on the 28th of May 1672, he loſt 
his Life in the great Sea-fight againſt the Dutch, off South- 
would Bay, in the 47th Yearof his Age; and was buried at 
the King's Charge, in Henry VIIth's Chapel. He married 
— Daughter to John Lord Crew of Stene, 7 
aughter and Coheir of Edward Waldegrave of Lawford, 
in Eſſex, Eſq; and had fix Sons and four Daughters; where- 
of Jemima was married to Sir Philip Carteret, Kt. and Bart. 
by whom ſhe had George the firſt Lord Carteret, Father of 
the Earl Granville; Paulina, 2d Daughter, died unmarried 
Anne, 3d Daughter, married firſt Sir Richard Edgecumbe, 
Kt. by whom ſhe was Mother of the late Lord Edge- 
cumbe ; and, 2dly, to Chriſtopher Montagu, Eſq; elder 
Brother to Charles Lord Halifax ; and Catharine, married 
fiſt Nicholas Bacon, Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir Nicholas 
Bacon of Shrubland-hall in Suffolk, one of the Knights cf 
the Bath at the Coronation of K. Charles II. and 2dly, 
the Rev. Mr. Gardemau, and died Jan. 15, 1757, aged 96. 
The Sons were, Edward his Succeſſor; Sidney, 2d Son, 
was Member in ſeveral Parliaments for Huntingdon. He 
married Anne, Daughter and Heir of Sir Francis Wortley 
of Wortley in the C. of York, Bart. and changed his Name 
to Wortley; he had Iſſue two Sons, Francis, who was 
Member of Parliament for Huntingdon in 1698 and 1701,

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his 2d and only ſurviving Son, who has ſerved in ſeveral 
Parliaments for the Cities of Peterborough and Weſtminſter, 
and for the Boroughs of Huntingdon and Bofliney ; and in 
the Year 1716 was ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the 
Grand Seignior. He married the Lady Mary Pierpont, 
eldeſt Daughter to Evelyn Duke of Kingſton, by whom he 
hath a Son Edward, Repreſentative for the C. of Hunting- 
don in the late Parliament, and in the preſent for Boſſiney; 
and a Daughter Mary, married to John Stuart, Earl of Bute 
in Scotland. Oliver, zd Son of the Earl of Sandwich, in 
the 1ſt of K. James II. was made Solicitor-general to the 
Q. Conſort, and ſerved in Parliament for Huntingdon in 
1685, but died unmarried in 1693, John, 4th Son, was 
in 1687 choſen Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge; in 1699, 
he was made Dean of Durham, and died unmarricd in 
Feb. 1728-9. Charles, 5th Son, firſt married Elizabeth, 
Daughter of Francis Forſter of Belford in the C. of Nor- 
thumberland, Eſq; by whom he had an only Son, James 
Montagu of Nebold Verdon in the C. of Leiceſter, Eſa; a 
Member in the firſt Parliament of his late Majeſty for 
Camelford, and died in November 1748: He married 2dlv, 
Sarah, Daughter of Rogers, of Newcaſtle-upon- Tyne, 
Eſq; and dying in 1721, left Iſſue Edward Montagu, Es; 
Member in this preſent Parliament for Huntingdon 3 Johy, 
a Lieutenant-colorel of Foot, and Member of Partiamer: 
for Stockbridge, who died unmarried, in Sept. 1744; and 
a Daughter Jemima.

Mavzter, Thomas, Robert, Henry, William, and Ri- 
chard ; the eldeſt of whom was very famous in the Reign 
of K. Henry III. for his Service to the King, in his Wars 
againſt Lewellin Prince of Wales, He married Iſabel Da, 
to Maurice de Creoun, a great Baron of Lincolnſhire, by 
Iſabel his Wife, Siſter to William de Valence Earl of Pem- 
broke, by whom he had Iſſue, Maurice, who was killed in 
a Tournament, and 

TroMAs his Succeſſor, who ſerved K. Edw. I. and II. 
in their Wars againſt the Welch, French, and Scots ; and 
by Jane Da, to William de Ferrers Earl of Derby, had four 
Sons; Maurice his Heir; John Lord of Wymundham in 
the C. of Leiceſter; James Biſhop of Exeter, and William; 
and two Daughters, who died young. 

(iſt L.) Mavnicr, wha ſucceeded, became very famous

(4th L.) Tromas, Sir James, John, and Mavrice ; and 
three Daughters, who died unmarried, Of the Sons, the 
eldeſt ſucceeded, and ſerved both by Sea and Eand, in the 
Wars againſt France and Spain, as alſo in the Wars of Scot- 
land; and by K. Henry IV. was made Warden of the Eaſt 
Marches in Wales, one of his Majeſty's Privy-Couneil, and 
Admiral of his Fleet, with which he deſtroyed the Fleet of 
Owen Glendower near Milford-Haven, He married Mar- 
garet Da. to Gerard Warren Lord Liſle, by Alice Da, and 
Heir of Henry Lord Tyes, by whom he had an only Da. 
Elizabeth, married to Richard Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, 
whoſe Da. Margaret was the 2d Wife of John the 1ſt Earl 
of Shrewſbury ; but dying without Iſſue Male, we return 
to, 

Sir JaMzs his Brother. He married Elizabeth Da. and 
Heir of Sir John Bloet of Ragland in the C. of Glouceſter, 
Knut. by whom he had James his Heir, and-Mavrice, who 
died without Iſſue; which 

(5th L.) Jamzs alſo became Heir to his Uncle Thomas, 
and by virtue of a ſpecial Entail, enjoyed the Caſtle and 
Lordſhips of Berkeley. He was ſummoned to Parliament 
among the Peers the gth of Henry V. and in all the Par- 
liaments of K. Henry VI, and died the 43d of Edw. IV.

That King being 
hunting in his Park, and having killed a favourite Deer of 
Mr. Burdet's, he wiſhed the Deer, Horns, and all, in the 
Belly of him who adviſed his Majeſty to do it. On which 
account he was condemned, tho' the Lord Chief Juflice 
Markham choſe rather to loſe his Place than conſent to the 
Judgment. Iſabel married to Thomas Trye of Hardwick in 
the C. of Glouceſter, Eſq; and Alice to Richard Arthur of 
Clapton in the C. of Somerſet, Eſq; Sir Maurice, 2d Son, 
had a Da, Joyce, married to William Aſtley, Eſq; 2d Son 
of Thomas Aſtley of Pateſhul, Eſq; elder Brother to Sir 
John Aſtley, Knt. of the Garter, 

(6th L.) Sir William the eldeſt, who ſuccceded his Fa- 
ther, was in ſuch high Favour with K. Edw. IV. that on 
the 21ſt of April 1481, he advanced him to the Dignity of 
Viſc. Berkeley; and on the 28th of June 1453, he was 
created Earl of Nottingham. In 1485 he was made Earl 
Marſhal of England, and to the Heirs Male of his Body ; 
and on the 28th of January, in the 4th of that Reign, was 
created Marquis of Berkeley, He married 1ſt Elizabeth Da. 
of Reginald Weſt the 1 Lord de la War, from whom he 
was divorced, without having any Iſſue; a2dly Jane Da, of 
Sir Thomas Strangeways, Knt. and Widow of Sir William 
Willoughby, Knt. by whom he had Iflive Thomas and 
Catharine, who died young; 34ly Anne Da, of John Fiennes 
Lord Dacres of the South, who furviving him, married 2dly 
Sir Thomas Brandon, Knt. He died on the 14th of Feb, 
1491-2, without Iſſue, and taking Ofcafion to except againſt 
his Brother 

Maurice, as his Succeſſor, becauſe he had not married 
with a Perſon of Honourable Parentage (the being Iſabella, 
Da. to Philip Mead, Eſq; then Alderman of the City cf 
Briſtol) gave all his Lands from him, particularly the Caſtle 
of Berkeley, and thoſe Lands and Lordſhips that were the

TromMASs his Brother became Heir, who ſerving in the 
memorable Battle of Flodden-Field, was there knighted for 
his ſpecial Service, He married 1| Eleanor Da, of Sir Mar- 
maduke Conſtable of Flamberough in the C. ct York, Ent, 
Widow of John Inpelby of Ripley in the ſame County, Eſq; 
by whom he had no Iſſue; 2dly Cecelie, Widow of Richard 
Rowdon cf the C. of Glouceſter, Eſqz by whom he had 
Iflve Themas, and Maurice, who married Frarces Da. and 
Cohe'r of the faid Richard Rowdon, Eſq; and had Iſſue; 
and their Father dying the 22d of January, 24 Henry VIII. 
was ſucceeded by 

TRoMAS his eldeſt Son, who died Sept. 19, 1534. He 
married 1ſt Mary Da. of George Lord Haſtings, by whom 
he had no Iſſue; zd) Anne Da, to Sir John Savage of 
Frodſham in the C. of Cheſter, Knt, and by her had Henry 
his Heir, born nine Weeks and four Days after the Death 
of his Father; and a Da. Elizabeth, nine Months old at 
his Death, who was married to Thomas Butler the 1cth 
Earl of Ormond. ' 

(7th L.) Henry, who ſucceeded, by the Death of King 
Few. VI. the laſt Heir Male to King Henry VII. came to 
"poſſeſs the Caſtle of Berkeley, and all thoſs other Lands 

gives 
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given to that King by Thomas Marquis of Berkeley, in 
prejudice of his Brother Maurice, as hath been before ob- 
ſerved, which Lordſhips had been veſted in the Crown 61 
Years, He likewiſe, by the ſame means, poſſeſſed the an- 
cient Seat of his Anceſtors in Parliament; and marrying 1ſt 
Catharine Da, to Henry Howard Earl of Surry, Siſter to 
Thomas the 4th Duke of Norfolk, by her had two Sons, 
Thomas his Heir, and Ferdinand, who died unmarried 
and four Daughters; of whom Frances marred Sir George 
Shirley, Bart. from which Marriage are deſcended the pre- 
ſent Earl Ferrers, and the Lady Ferrers of Chartley ; and 
Mary married John Zouch Son and Heir to Sir John Zouch 
of Codnore in the C. of Derby, Knt. His 2d Wife was 
Jane Da. of Sir Michael Stanhope of Shelford, Knt. An- 
ceſtor of the Earl of Chefterfield, Widow of Sir Roger 
Townſhend, Knt, by whom he had no Iſſue; and died the 
26th of Nov. 1613. 8 

Sir THRoMAs was made Knut. of the Bath at the Corona - 
tion of K. James I. but dying in his Father's Life - time, 
the 26th of Nov. 1670, left Iſſue by Elizabeth Da. and ſole 
Heir to George Cary the 2d Lord Hunſdon; George, who 
ſncceeded his Grandfather; and Theophila married to Sir 
Robert Coke, 2d Son of Sir Edward Coke Lord Chief - 
Juſtice of England, Anceſtor of the late Earl of Leiceſter, 

(Sch L.) Groxox, who ſucceeded, was made a Knt. of 
the Bath at the Creation of Charles Prince of Wales in 1616. 
He married Elizabeth 2d Da. and Coheir to Sir Michael 
Stanhope of Sudbury in the C. of Suffolk, Knt. and had 
two Sons, and a Da. Elizabeth married to Edward Coke, 
Eſq; Grandſon to the ſaid Sir Edward Coke, Knt. Of the 
Sons, which were Charles and George, the eldeſt was drowned 
on the 27th of Jan, 1641, in his Paſſage towards France; 
wherenpon the 

(Iſt E.) Grose, on the roth of Aug. 1658, ſucceeded, 
and in 1679 was created Viſc. Durfley, and Earl of Berkeley;

MULCHIUS Uncle to Rollo Duke of Normandy, Progenitor 
to William the Conqueror; from him deſcended Roe ER de 
Toeny, Standard-bearer of Normandy, whoſe Sons Robert 
and Nigell accompanied William the Conqueror into Eng- 
land ; the latter held Drakelow, and other Lordſhips in Der- 
byſhire and Staffordſhire, and is direct Anceſtor of George 
Greſley of Drakelow, Eſq; created a Baronet the 29th of 
— 1611. Ro BERT Brother of Nigell, was poſſeſſed of 

everal Lordſhips in Staffordſhire, &c. and being Governor 
of the Caſtle of Stafford, took his Surname from his Reſi- 
dence there, He had a Son NicnrorL as de Stafford, who, 
by Maud de Moolte his Wife, had a Son Rosza r, who 
fucceeded him; and having undergone a Pilgrimage to Jerv- 
ſalem, was buried near to his Father and Grandfather in the 
Priory of Stone in Staffordſhire, Leaving a Son Romnzar, 
who dying without Iſſue, MILtictnT his Sifter became 
Heir to his Barony and great Inheritance, She married 
Hzrvzy Bagot, a younger Branch of the Bagots of Blith- 
field in Staffordſhire z of which Family was Hervey Bagot,

and the Teſtimony on which he was convicted was falfe, 
one of the Witneſſes being convicted of Perjury. By his

MazMaduxr, who was Prior of St. —_ of -Jcruſalem 
in Ireland (commonly called Kilmainham); and he taking 
his Mother's Arms, which were Argent, a Feſs Gules, be- 
tween three Parrots, Emerald, each gorged with a plain Col+ 
lar of the 2d, they have been the paternal Coat of his Fa- 
mily ever ſince, He married Margaret Da. and Heir to 
— Holland, and by her had 

Sir ROBERT his Heir, who was knighted by K. Edw, III. 
and dying in 1374, was ſucceeded by 

Sir RAL TYR his Brother, who, in the roth of Richard IT. 
was made Governor of Berwick upon Tweed; and two 
Years after obtained Leave of the King to fortify his Manor- 
houſe of Lumley, and was knighted. He had Summons to 
Parliament as Lord Lumley, from the 8th of Rich. II. to

RIc HARD, who ſucceeded his Grandfather, had Sum- 
mons to Parliament the iſt and 3d of Henry VIII. and 
marrying Anne Da. to William Lord Conyers of Hornby in 
the C. of York, by his firſt Wife Alice, Da. to William 
Nevill Lord Falconbridge, and Earl of Kent, had two Sons, 
John his Heir, and Anthony, of whom hereafter ; 

Joxn had Summons to Parliament the 6th of Hen, VIII. 
as alſo to that in the 27th of that Reign, which gave the 


firſt Stroke to the Diſſolution of Monaſteries in England.

the Honour of Lord Lumley was again revived, for on the 
12th of July 1628, 4 Car, I. he was created Viſc. Lumley 
of Waterford in Ireland, In the Time of the Rebellion, he 
adhering to the King, made his Houſe of Lumley- Caſtle a 
Garriſon 3 and was alſo one of thoſe Loyal Peers who ſub- 
ſcribed a memorable Declaration juſt before the Meeting of 
that Parliament, that reſtored K. Charles II. He married 
Frances, Daughter to Henry Shelley of Warminghurſt in 
Fuſſex, Eſq; by whom he had a Son Jobn, and a Daughter 
Talia, who married firſt Germain, Eſq; by whom ſhe 
hod a Daughter Frances, firſt married to Francis, Son and 
Heir of Sir Henry More; and 2dly to John Shuckburgh of 
Barton in Warw:ckſhire. She married 2dly to Sir Chriſtopher 
Conyers of Horden, Kt, by whom the had an only Daughter 
of her Name, who was married iſt to Sir William Blacket 
of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, Bart. and 2dly to Sir William 
Th: moſon, Kt. Recorder of London, and one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer. 

Joux, her Brother, dying before his Father, left Iſſue by 
Mary, Daughter and Coheir to Sir Henry Compton, Knight 
of the Bath, youngeſt Son to Henry Lord Compton, Anceftor 
to the Earl of Northarapton, two Sons and three Daughters, 
of which Elizabeth was married to Richard Cotton of Watcr - 
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gate in the C. of Suſſex, Eſq; Frances and Anne, who died 
unmarried, And of the Sons, who were Richard and Henty, 
the latter diſtinguiſhed himſelf in ſeveral Campaigns in the 
Reign of K. William III. particularly at the Battle of 
Landen, where his Regiment of Horſe, by the noble Stand 
they made, ſaved his Majeſty from being taken Priſoner ; 
and afterwards he was made General of the Horſe, Colonel 
of the King's own Regiment, Gavernor of Jerſey ; he was 
Member in the firſt Parliament of K. George I. for Arundel, 
and died on the 18th of October 1722.

was born April 13, 1593, ſeven Minutes after three in the 
Afternoon, and the famous Lilly calculated his Nativity, 
ani lays down aftrological Reaſons for his violent Death, 
He was a Perſon of moſt extraordinary Accompliſhments, 
which raiſed him to very ſignal Honours and Preferments. 
Whilſt a Commoner he was choſen three times Kt. of the 
Shire for the C. of York. In the Parliament in 1627, 
he ſhewed much of the Spirit of a true Patriot, where his 
Arguments for the Rights of the Subjects, mixed with ſo du- 
tiful an Appearance of the higheſt Concern for the Honour of 
the Crown, quickly gained him the Love both of his Country 
and Prince, who thought him fit to be near his Royal Perſon 
and Council, His Zeal for the Honour of his Prince, and 
the Liberty of the Subject, being on Record in the Votes ot 
Parliament, are ſufficient to free him from the Imputation ot 
arbitrary and tyrannical Principles, which thoſe who envied 
him the Felicity of his Prince's Favonr, and deligued his 
Ruin, laid to bis Charge, On the 22d of July, 4 pr 
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ke was treated Baron Wentworth of Wentworth-Woodhouſe;z 
and on the-10th. of December following,: Viſc. Wentworth 
of the-ſame Place, and was made one of the Privy-Council, 
Lord Lieutenant of the C. of York, and Preſident of the 
North; in all which Truſts he governed himſelf with ſuch 
Exactneſs, that he pleaſed his Prince, and greatly improved 
his Majeſty's Revenue. His next Step of Preferment was 
to be Lord Deputy of Ireland, where he advanced learned 
and pious Men, whoſe Judgments were for Epiſcopacy; and 
there alſo. raiſed eight Regiments for the King's Service, 
each conſiſting of 1000 Men; but before he had diſpoſed 
theſe Forces into neceſſary Quarters, he was recalled to Eng- 
land, to command the Army going to be employed againit 
the Scots, who had then invaded the Kingdom. On the 
12th of January, 15 Char, 1. he was created Baron of Raby, 
and Earl of Strafford, and was alſo made Kt. of the Garter; 
Sept. 12, 1640; but Things not ſucceeding well in Ircland, 
under Sir Chriſtopher Wandesford, Maſter of the Rolls there, 
whom he had left Deputy in his room; and the Parliament 
of England by this time entring into ſecret Eggagements with 
the Scots, they uſurped an Authority to call his Loyalty in 
queſtion, by exhibiting a Charge of High- Treaſon againft 
him, and brought him to Trial before his Peers; where not 
being able to make their Articles good againſt him, by the 
ancient Laws of the Kingdom, and being reſolutely bent on 
bis Ruin, they came to a Reſolution to take him off b 

Attainder, which they paſſed into a Law; but with this 
Reſerve, that it ſhould never be drawn into an Example for 
the future. Having thus ſentenced him, they extorted from 
the King an unwilling Aſſent for his Execution, which he 
chearfully and undauntedly underwent on Tower-Hill the 
lath of May 1641. Thus fell that tall Cedar, the greateſt 
Subject in Power, not leſs in Wiſdom, and little leſs in 
Fortune at that time, in the three Kingdoms. He married

(3d B. zd E.) Wittiam his Son, born June 8, 1626, 
was on the 1ſt of December 1665, reſtored to all his Fa- 
ther's Honours z and made Knt, of the Garter, ſoon after 
the AR for reverſing the Attainder paſſed ; in the Preamble 
of which, the Injuſtice done to the Earl and his Family, is 
ſet forth.

Sir Grose, eldeſt of the three Sons of Heljer, was 
Captain in the Navy; and for his eminent Service to King 
Charles I. before the Civil Wars in 1641, had a Grant of 
ſeveral Lordſhips in Jerſey, and was Comptroller of the Navy; 
and afterwards, upon his own Credit, fupplying the Corniſh- 
men with all Sorts of Ammunition, &c. from France, which 
was looked upon as a very confiderable Advantage to the 
King's Affairs in that County, when they were in the high- 
ef Streights for want of Proviſion, &c. he was for that, and 
other eminent Services (on the gth of May 1645) created a 
Baronet, While he continued in the Jile of Jerſey, though 
he was but in Joint-Commaſſion with the Lord Jermin, as 
Governor thereof, yet he had the ſole Command, and in 
that Station watched all Opportunitics of doing the King 
Service, or of ſuccouring or afiifting his Friends. The Prince 
of Wales (after K. Charles II.) chuſing Jerſey as the moſt 
proper Place to retire to, when his Royal Father was ſtripped 
of his Dominions, be was ſo well pleaſed with his Enter- 
tainment, that he procuted his Father's Leave for making 
Sir George his Vice-Chamberlain ; and afterwards, when 
he was King, coming a ſecond Time to Jerſey, accompanied 
dy his Brother the Duke of York, and ſeveral-of the Nob: - 
Iity, he Raid ſeveral Months there, and was ſupplied by 
Sir George with all Neceſſaties. It being thought neeeſſar 
for his Majefty's Security, to build a Fort as an Out. Work. 
to Elizabeth-Caftle, commanding the Entrance and Approach 
to it on the Land ſide; it was named Charles-Fort by Sir 
George, who was the Director of the Building; but when 
l Majeſty was. deſcated 3 Sept. 3, ä 
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Parliament took into Conſideration the Damages ſuſtained 
by the Privatcers of Jerſey, who daily brought in Prizes there, 
and infeſted the Channel, fo that no Engliſh Ship could ſtir 
without a Convoy ;z and thereupon ordered out a Fleet of 
do Sail, under the Command of Admiral Blake, and Major- 
General Haines, to attack the Iſland ; and Sir George after 
a long Reſiſtance, finding himſelf unable to keep the Field, 
ſhut himſelf up, with ſeveral of the Gentry and Clergy, in 
Elizabeth-Caſtle; and Colonel Philip Carteret, his Son, de- 
fended Mount-Orguel Caftle, which ſurrendered by Capitu- 
lation on the 15th of November following; whereby it was 
agreed, That an Act of Oblivion ſhould be paſſed, which 
the Parliament confirmed Dec. 31, 1651. Elizabeth-Caſtle 
held out a Siege of three Months, and yet Sir George would 
not hearken to any Treaty (tho' their Magazine of Powder 
was blown up by a Bomb from the Enemy, and 80 Perſons 
killed) till he had ſent to K. Charles II. giving him an Ac- 
count of the Condition he was in, and deſiring a Supply of 
Men, &c. which being impoſſible for his Majeſty to pro- 
cure, he ſent him back this Meſſage, That he was highly 
ſatisfied with his Courage and Conduct in Defence of the 
Iſland ; being convinced no man could do more than he had 
done for his Service; that he was ſorry the ill Poſture of 
his Affairs was ſuch, that he could not promiſe him Relief, 
requiring him not to throw away the Lives of ſo many brave 
Men, who might be reſerved for a better Occaſion ; and to 
capitulate and ſurrender on the beſt Terms he could, Yet 
he held out ſome Weeks after this, and then on very ho- 
nourable Conditions ſurrendered the Caſtle, which was the 
laſt Garriſon that held out for the King; and after making 
ſome ſhort Stay to ſettle his Atfairs, he went to Paris to 
give his Majeſty an Account of all that had paſſed in the 
Siege; and remained in France till his Reſtoration ; and 
then rode with him in his triumphant Entry through the 
City of London, May the 29th, 1660; and the Day after, 
bis Majefty, for his faithful. Services, deviared him Vice- 
Chamberlain of his Houſhold, and made him one of his 


Privy-Council, He was alſo conſtituted Treaſurer of the 
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Navy ; and at the Coronation of the King, had the Honour 
to be appointed Almoner for the Day. He was elected 
for Portſmouth in the firſt Parliament called by K. Char. II. 
and continued in Favour with his Sovereign, and the higheſt 
Credit with moſt of the conſiderable Perſons in the Nation, 
till he died, Fan.

Of thie Family of Fermor, ormerly called Ricards, was 
Tzomas Ricards, whoſe Mother being Da. and Heir of 
the Family of Fermor, he took that Name; and in the 1& 
of Henry VII, was of Witney in Oxfordſhire ; he died the 
8h of November that Year. By his firſt Wiſe Alice he had 
a Son Laurence, whoſe Iſſue became extinct.

Thus being ftripped of all, he re- 
tired to a Village called Wapenham, in fight of his former 
Habitation, and there lived in the Parſonage-Houſe, the 
Advowſon of which had been in his Gift. He paſſed many 
Years in this Retirement, until the 4th of Edward VI. 
when his Eſtate was reſtored to him; but it was ſo miſerably 
lopt and torn by the ſeveral Grants and Sales made by the 
Crown during that tedious Interval, that he could never ob- 
tain one third Part of what he had before. Being now re- 
inſtated in his Manſion-Houſe of Eaſton; and ſome time 
after, having invited many of his Friends and Neighbours,

I. John de Smythton held Lands in 
Smythten ; and in the 7th of Edw. III. Robert de Smythton, 
and Thomas de Smytheten, are mentioned in an Inquiſition 
concerning the Liberties of Northallerton in Richmcndſhire, 
In the Reign of K. Rich, II. William Smytheton was poſſeſſed 
of ſeveral Lands adjoining to Smythton ; ail which Eftates he 
ſettled upon his Sen and Eeir, William Smytheſon of Newn 
ſome ; where the Fam ly reſided 'till the Reign of Q. Eliz, 
when ANTHONY Smithſon, af Newſome aforefaid, Eſq;

Sir WII LIAN, his Succeſſor, was Maſter of the Buck - 
Hounds, Secretary at War, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and alſo of the Privy-Council to her late Majeſty Q, Anne, 
He repreſented the C. of Somerſet in the three laſt Parlia- 
ments of her Reign, and in every ſucceeding Parliament 'till 
his Death, June 17, 1740. He married July 21, 1708, 
the Lady Catherine Seymour, ſecond Da. of Charles Duke 
of Somerſet, by whom he had two Sons and two Daughters, 
Sir Charles his Succeſſor, now Earl of Egremont, and Percy

In the Church 
of Dorſet in the C. of Warwick, is this Memorial on a 
Marble, where have been two Portraitures in Braſs, 

« Here under this Stone lieth the Body of Peter Temple, 
Eſquire, who departed out of this World at Stow in the 
County of Buckingham, the 28th Day of May, Anno 1577, 
whoſe Scul God hath in his bleſſed Keeping.“ 

He mariied Millicent, Da, of William Jekyll of Newing- 
ton in Middleſex, Eſq; and had two Sens, whereof Anthony 
the youngeſt was Father of Sir William, from whom de- 
ſcended the tamous Sir William Temple, Bart. and Henry 
Temple, now Viſc. PALMERSTON in Ireland. 

Joux, the eldeſt, who was born in 1542, ſucceeded his 
Father. He died on the gth of May 1603, in the 61ſt 
Year of his Age, and les buried in the ſaid Church of 
Dorſet, as appears by an Inſcription fixed in the Wall, be- 
tween two Corinthian Pillars; and having married Suſan, 
Da. and Heir to Thomas Spencer of Everton in the Co. of 
Northampton, Eq; lett fix Sons and fix Daughters, Milli- 
cent married to Edward Saunders of Brick ſworth in the Co, 
of Northampton, Eſq; Dorothy to Paul Rifley of Chetwood 
in the C. of Bucks, Eſq; Catharine to Sir Nicholas Parker 
of Willington in Suſſex, Kt, Suſanna to Sir Thomas Denton 
of Hilleſden in Bucks, Kt. Mary to John Farmer of Cook 
ham in Berks, Eſq; and Elizabeth to William the 1ſt Viſc, 
Say and Sele. Of the Sons, which were Themas, George, 
John, Sir Alexander, William, and Peter, 

Sir Thomas the elceſt ſucceeded, and was knighted ; 
and in the 1oth of James I, was created a Baronet, He 
married Heſter, Da. of Miles Sandys of Latimers in the C. 
of Bucks, Eſq; by whom he had four Sons and nine 
Daughters, who lived to be married, and multiplied fo ex- 


ccedingly, that this Lady, who ſurvived bim, ſaw ſeven 


hundred deſcended from her, beſides a new Generation of 
marriageable Females, juſt at her Death, which is affirmed 
by Dr. Fuller, in his Worthies of England; who relates 
that he bought the Truth of it by a Wager he loſt on ft.

This Family has been ſeated at Wotton above 600 Years, 
and as Prince in his Worthies of Devonſhire, and the late 
Lord Lanſdown obſerve, is a collateral Branch of the Family 
of Granville in Devonſkire, tho* their Names are differently 
ſpelt, Ricnard de Granville, who came in with William 
the Conqueror, married a Daughter of Walter Giffard Earl 
of Buckingham and Longville, and had Iſſue Richard, An- 
ceſtor of the Earl of Bath; and other Sons, from one of 
whom deſcended Ric HARD de Grenville, who was poſſeſſed 
of Wotton in the Reign of K. John; from him deſcended 
Sir EusTACE Grenville, who lived in the Reign of King 
Edward I. and wrote himſelf of Chilton and Wotton, had 
ſeveral Sons and Daughters; and Ric#arD, to whom he 
gave the Manor of Wotton, married Joan Da, to William 
Lord Zouch of Harringworth, and had WILLIAM his Heir, 
who married Agnes Da, of William Wrightham of Haden- 
ham, and had two Sons, Thomas and William, of which 
the eldeſt died at Wotton in 1402; and by Elizabeth Moreſt 
his Wife, had three Sons, Richard his Heir, and John, and 
William, who died without Iſſue.

having been in France, by the King his Maſter's Command, 

to look out ſome hardy Perſon, againſt whom he might try 
his Skill in Feats of Arms, and miſling there of his Defires, 

repaired hither, After the Combat ended, being gallantly

+ Ucheſter in June 3756, with Remainder as before-men- 
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Of the Family of Fox there have been many Perſons of 
Note living in the Counties of Dorſet, Somerſet, Wilts, 
and Hants, particularly Richard Fox Biſhop of Wincheſter. 
His Lordſhip's Grandfather WILLIAM, was of Farley in 
Wilts, He married Elizabeth Da, to Thomas Pavey of 
Plaitford in the ſaid County, by whom he had ſeveral Chil- 
dren ; and dying May 26, 1627, left two Sons. John the 
eldeſt, took up Arms for King Charles I. and afterwards 
retired to France till the Reſtoration, when he was made 
Clerk of Acatry to the King's Houſhold. He was ſeated - 
at Averſbury in Wilts, and by Elizabeth Da, of Henry 
Smart of Plymouth, had John his only Son (who left an 
only Son Stephen, who died in 1699 unmarried) and four 
Daughters; Mary married to Edward Thronborrow, Son 
and Heir of Sir Edward; Elizabeth to Thomas Dunkley, 
Cloſet-Keeper to King Charles II. Margaret to Sackville 
Whittle, one of his Majeſty's Surgeons ; and Jane to Ri- 
chard Ridge of Portſmouth, and had Iſſue Thomas Ridge 
of Portſmouth, Eſqz Member in ſeveral Parliaments for 
Poole, 

Sir STEPHEN the youngeſt Son, went with his Brother 
to Paris, where he was ſhortly after placed in the King's 
Family, and ated as Cofferer eight Years before the Re- 
ſtoration, into which he was actually ſworn (notwithſtand- 
ing which, he never obtained that Office ; being put by at 
the Reſtoration by a reverſionary Grant from K. Charles I, 
to Mr. William Aſhburnham) and, in conſideration of big 
good and faithful Services, had a ſpecial Grant to him and 
his Heirs, of an honourable Augmentation to his Arms, 
out of the King's own Royal Enſigns and Devices, viz. a 
Fleur de Lis, Or, in a Canton Azure, as by a ſpecial In- 
ſtrument dated at Bruſſels 1658, under the Hand and Seal 
of the Office of Sir Edward Walker, Knt. at that time 
Garter and principal King at Arms, appeareth. Upon the 
Reſtoration he was made firſt Clerk of the Green-Cloth, 
and ſhortly after was knighted, and choſen Repreſentative 
in Parliament for Weſtminſter. Upon the Inſurrection of 
Venner, ſoon after the Reſtoration, the King was adviſed 
Gg3 not 
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not to be without Guards; and two Regiments being raiſed, 
Sir Stephen Fox was appointed Pay-Maſter of thoſe Forces, 
In 1678 he built and founded, at his Manor of Farley, 
an Hoſpital, for one Warden, ſix poor Men, fix poor Wo- 
men, and likewiſe a 5chool for twelve poor Boys, with Al- 
lowance for a Schoolmaſter. In 1679 he was conſiituted 
one of the Lords of the Treaſury, till April 1701, at which 
time he retired from Buſineſs; and having built a Houſe at 
Chiſwick, he chiefly reſided there till the time of his Death, 
which was in September 1716, and was buried in a Church 
which he built at Farley, He had the Honour, by par- 


ticular Defire of Queen Anne, to lead her Majeſty going in 


Proceſſion to her nation, In 1651 he married Eliza- 
beth, only ſurviving Child of Mr, William Whittle of Lan- 
caſhire, by whom he had ſeven Sons, and three Davghters, 
all which Sons died young, excepting Charles, who lived 
till September 1713, and was in ſeveral great Employments. 
He was Paymaſter of the Forces in the Reigns of King 
Charles, King James, and Queen Anne. In the Reign of 
King William, he was Paymaſter and Receiver-General of 
Ireland, and likewiſe Treaſurer to Catharine Queen Dow- 
ager ; and ſerved in ſeveral Parliaments for Saliſbury, Eye, 
and Crick)ade, He martied Elizabeth-Carr Trollop, only 
Da, of Sir William Trollop of Caſwick in the Co. of Lin- 
coln, by whom he had no Iſſue, Of the three Daughters, 
Margaret died young ; Elizabeth was married in 1673 to 
Charles Lord Cornwallis; Jane was married in 1635 to 
George Earl of Northampton, and died in 1721. Sir Ste- 
phen Fox married ſecondly in 1703, Mrs. Chriſtian Hope, 
youngeſt Da. to the Reverend Mr. Charles Hope of Naſely 
in the Co. of Lincoln, by whom he had four Children, 
two Sons, and two Daughters; one of which died young 
by an accidental Fall from a Window; and Charlotte, the 
Other Siſter, was married to Edward Digby, ſecond Son to 
William Lord Digby, and Knt. of the Shire for the Co. of 
Warwick ; by whom ſhe had Edward, now Lord Digby.

In 1741 
he was choſen for Windſor, which he has repreſented ever 
fince; in 1743 he was a Lord of the Treaſury ; in May 
1746 Secretary at War, and one of his Majeſty's Privy- 
Council ; and on November 14, 1755, one of his Majeſty's 
principal Secretaries of State, which he refigned in Nov, 
1756, when he was choſen Paymaſter-General of his Ma- 
jeſty's Forces, He married firſt in Feb. 1732-3, Miſs Dives, 
one of the Maids of Honour to her Majefty Queen Caroline;
